NO MILITIA SENT TO ROANOKE 


Pittsburg, F,a,, July 29.—Oak Hill in 


the vicinity of Turtle Creek, Plum Creek 
and Sandy Creek in BeArmifc's territory 
wore invaded after midnight by an army 
of strikers who came to attend the great 
mass meeting to be held near the mines 
today 
It Is estimated that by daybreak 


there were several thousand miners en- 
cmipedupon the hills surrounding the 
property of the New York and Cleveland

cnme lron> e^ery direction, bended by 
bi ibs bands, neatly all carrying heavy 
sticks and some armed. 
There were no 


throats of violence, however, and no inch 
citions of drinking 
Many were sup- 


plied with food enough to last two days 
Immediately upon reaching Oak Hill tbe 
strikers went into camp 


In the valley leading up from Turtle 


Creek to one of the New York and Cleve 
land mines tha company had a powerful 
searchlight which was kept shifting about 
in the hope of llaukiug any movement of 
tbo strikers to creep within reach of the 
mine unknown to the deputies who ore 
guarding every approach 
Long before 


dovligbt tbe strikers were up after eating 
a frugal meal, prepared for the day's 
•work. Ihe intention is to see as many 
of DcArmit's men as possible before they 
reiched the pits this morning 
About 


four o clock this morning 1600 strikers 
a,sembl2d at Turtle Creek and marubed 
p Ht tbe bouses occupied by De Armit's 
miners 
Ihe strikers booted and yelled 


ind then marched to tt e mines where 
thcj plinfttfl themselves before the pits, 
thii" compelling DeArn^its men to run 
tho gauntlet to get to work. A short 
t me later Sheriff Lowery who bad been 
wired to for assistance arrived from Pitts 
bing with fifty deputies armed with Win 
chesters 
Ihe strikers quietly withdrew. 


When the meeting was called to order 


this morning there were 3000 striking 
miners in attendance 
Befrre It was well 


under way 5000 were in the vicinity 
Before ic outran 500 men from Turtle and 
Sandy Creeks marched up 


When the strikers arrived at Plum 


Creek tney started on a run down the 
road towards the Tipple to catch the men 
before they entered tho mines, five shots 
were fired from Winchesters held by depu- 
ties but no return shots were flred The 
miners who were hurrying into tbe pits 
were overtaken and asked not to work 
Most of them Say they are afraid they will 
lose their iobs tf they stay out to attend 
meetings 
They decided after a sbcrt 


pirley to go into tbe mine 
Tho miners 


were carrying dinner buckets 
As they 


turned to leave the strikers took their din- 
ner buckets from tbem. The frightened 
miners without flopping to regain their 
buckets turned and ran for the pit and 
did not srop until they were oebind the

Sandy Creek mine has been closed down 
and about one-third of the Turtle Creek

The People Wore Out With Smoked Glass 


to View ihe Obscuration—It 


Came On Time. 


Deoatur people, like expert astronomers, 


care very littie for what are known as an- 
nulot eclipses of the sun. What they ore 
ftiostly Interested in aie total eclipses, 
like tbo one witnessed in Decatur and 
elsewhere on tbe afternoon of baturday, 
August 7, 1800, when chickens went to 
roost when people in tbe country wbo did 
not know about tbe eclipse or bad forgot 
ten about it took'frlgbt and left tbo fluids 
hurriedly for the house, and when in 
some parts of tbe country some people 
went partly Insane In tbo belief tbut tbe 
world was coming to an end. Tbe small 
affair between the moon uiid the sun this 
forenoon revived considerable talk about 
tbe great astronomical event of 38 years 
ago, aod many tough yarns about person' 
at experiences and observations thac mem- 
orable afternoon wore spun for those wbo 
would listen. 


Tbe obscuration of the Ban began this 


morning at 7 26 just as advertised, and it 
remained visible by means of smoked 
glass until 9 DO, just two boars and 
twenty four minutes. At the commence- 
ment of tbe contact as shown by tbe ther- 
mometer at the office of G. M. Wood on 
South Water street the temperature was 
110 degrees In tbe sun. Then the mer- 
cury gradually fell to 100 degrees at tbe 
time of tbe greatest obscuration. Tbe 
eclipse changed tbe clearness of tbe light 
noticeably giving it an appearance of a 
yellow hoe, which gradually faded away. 
About one third of the surface of the sun 
se°uicd to be obscured by the moon pass- 
Ing between tbe earth and the giant orb 
of day. Scientific writers will toll as all 
about tbe annular 
eclipse In too maga- 


zines and publications on astronomy, and 
there will be exact illustrations, but It is 
doubtfnl if any article will be as enlight- 
ening as was the privilege of viewing tbe 
eclipse through even as poor a means as 
smoked glass.

through the mold on which the spores 
fall, uud is really the plant of which 
the mushroom if, the fruit. Wheri the 
spawn has been inserted in the bricks, 
made for this especial purpose, they 
arc placed on a hotbed and kept at a 
temperature of 00 degrees P. until the 
whole is permeated with the mycelium, 
which, when a bit of the brick is bro- 
ken, looks like an intricate and closely- 
vvov en mass of web-like white threads. 
It is then quickly dried, which checks 
further development. When the "brick 
is dried it ib ready to be shipped to the 
ends of the earth if necessarj. Most of 
the spawn used in this country comes 
from England, where pndoners make 
a specialty of preparing it, and it is an 
indxistry quite apori from, mushroom 
raising. 


A -verj important point in preparing 


mushroom beds is the packing.of the 
horse droppings, which, cannot be too 
closely piessecl top-ether. A bed which 
is not .so w ell packed is never1 a suc- 
cess. 
M lien the beds have been packed 


ard the heating period has passed, the 
bricks containing 1 he spawn are broken 
into small bit* and .scattered over the 
bed and pressed down into its surface. 
About nine dais ;J'ter tbe planting, 
and when the spawn has begun to run, 
the bed is coiered evenly with on inch 
and a, half of eaith, which is beaten 
clown as hard as possible. After tJiis 
the bed is kept at a uniform tempera- 
ture of from 50 to CO degrees. 
Too 


much heat is fatal to the growth oi 
mushrooms, as is also too much sun* 
light, and for this reason the glass in 
the room in which they are grown, is 
painted so that no direct sunlight falls 
on the beds. 
It is equally important 


that they should be kept moist by 
means of evapoialien, if possible, as 
to wet down the beds by sprinkling 
them is likely to cause the mushrooms 
to decay. 


Six weeks after the spawn is planted 


the harvest begins, and for Irom three 
to four months it continues.

These beds are in 
rough strong boxes about two feet 


j deep, built one above the other like 
! berths in a ship. Sometimes there are 
1 two and sometimes three beds built, 
I 


one above the other, in a single room, 
these beds are th« length of the room, 
which is usually about fifty feet, and 
about six feet wide. 


The filling- and preparing of mush- 


room beds for the spawn is the most 
laborious part of the undertaking. To 
begin with, these big boxes are filled 
with well-rotted horse droppings, leav- 
ing a space at the top of the box of 
$bout eight inches after it has been 
very thoroughly packed. It is then left 
to heat, and when it has cooled, which 
tt does after the temperature has risen 
to 100 to 150 degrees, the mycelium or, 
as it is more commonly 
called, the 


spawn is planted. 


Mushroom spawn is for sale like- 


other .seeds, and comes in the form of 
bricks about eig-ht inches long by four 
wide. These bricks are composed of 
a mixture of cow and horse droppings 
end a little clay. When these are part- 
ly rlry, «n incision Is made in the cen- 
fe>», and some of the mycelium is in- 


rag-o, vary in color according to its 
n"K, Irom white to different shades of 
tnv-a^ pink or luliqmous brown.

soon us the frills begin to tui 11 a pink- 
ish Lruvvn, whatever the t,uc, tlie.v tire 
pulled, a» when they gruw dark and 
frill up about the edges llicy art- no 
longer fit for maiket. They are never 
cut, as that injures the bed. 


Like meat, mushrooms perish quick- 


ly, and wlu i ri thej have grown dark 
they are not hkelj to be fit for food. 
As soon as they l\a\ e passed their 
prime tiiev aie infested bj a certain fly, 
as is meat, and with the same result, 
\Yhile a wholesome and hearty article 
of diet when in perfect condition—"-two 
or three mushrooms nicely boiled and 
served on toast, arc, according to the 
best authorities, as nourishing as a 
large piece of beefsteak—it is a danger- 
ous experiment to eat them whenstale. 
Often people injured by eating mush- 
rooms believe they have eaten a poison- 
ous variety, when the truth is they 
have only eaten those that are too old. 
For this reason, growers are very care- 
ful to pull them before they are orer 
developed, and the3r are'sent to mar- 
ket Iresh daily. 


Where meat "is plentiful and oh Kip 


there, is not the demand for mushrooms 
that there is where it is scarce and 
high; still, the flavor of the mushroom 
recommends it to the epicure, both ins 
a. seasoning a,nd an article of food,, and 
they are always in demand- The price 
in the Chicago market fluctuates fioin 
23 to 75 cents a pound, but at low 
prices a single bed yields a Return of 
from $125 to $175 per season; that is, 
from November until May, which in a 
g-oocl return for the amount of mor,ey 
and labor inve&ted., The reason that 
the winter is the accepted time for 
mushroom roiling- is that as there are 
not many fresh vegetables then there 
is a better market for them than in, the 
summer. 


Several of the Chicago greenhouse 


men are going to devote more of theiT 
room to mushrooms the coming season 
than they have formerly, and will put 
in beds planted fcxr the early fall and 
late spring as well as the winter mar- 
ket.

WILL USE CRUDE 
OIL. 


How the W abash Can Meet the Threatens* 


Coal Famine, 


Springflold Journal: The use of crude 


oil as a fuel is to be tested on tho Wabasb 
railroad. If its use proves successful, a 
number of engines will be equipped with 
the apparatus necessary for Its uss. 
Tbe 


first test of tbe oil will be made the latter 
part of this week. At present J. B 
Barnes, superintendent of motive power 
is having an engine equipped witb tbe 
necessary appliances for tbe test at tbe 
shops In this city. 


The use of crude oil as a fuel on loco- 


motives Is apparently new in this section 
of the country. It bae been used for sev 
eral years past on California railroads 
and the results have been exceedingly 
gratifying. 
On the California Southern 


road, of which C. F. Lape, formerly of 
this city, ia superintendent of motive 
power.fifty engines are being fed with tbo 
crude oil with good results. Tbe oil Is 
much cheaper than coal and it furnishes a 
brighter fire. Oil hue been used on a few 
eastern roads and the results have been 
endorsed by tbe management. 


Tbo oil will be used Just us it Is taken 


from the ground. In tbe crude condition 
It is thick and of a very black color. 
Tbe 


oil ia carried in a tank just the same as 
coal Is now carried. A valve extends 
from tbe tank to the fire box and there Is 
a contrivance for regulatmp the supply of 
tbe tire box. 
Tho valve Is equipped with 


n spray and In this manner the liquid Is 
distributed through all parts of tbo fire 
box. 
Tbe fire box Is built like u furnace, 


being bricked up on all sides. 
Tbe use of 


oil is a saving of much labor to tho fire 
man. 


As soon as the improvements on the en- 


gine are complete, a test cf the new idea 
will bo tried in tho looal yards. If every- 
ihirjg 
IB satisfactory tho engine will be 


fout out on a freight ran. 
Ar,d, If this 


experiment is faultless, tho management 
:uay equip other engines with the inven- 
tion.

Professor Wilson's Latest. 


^American 
Economist: 
Free Trader 


Wilson has an article in the .Inly number 
of one of the magazines on "The Battle 
of the Tariffs." 
To any careful and 


thoughtful reader the article would give 
conclusive proof of the utter unfltncsa of 
Mr. Wlison t) have any hand or any word 
in sbaping tne economic, p-llcy of this 
country, if such proi.f bad not already 
been supplies in abundant measure by 
the provisiona of the WlKon tariff bill. 
In one paragraph Mr. Wilson states that 
the total value of Irapoits for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1893, urder the Mc- 
Kinley law, was 806 millions and that 
that for the fiscal year 1880 under the law 
of 1801 (i. e, the Wilson-Gorman law) the 
total value of our imports was 779 mil- 
lions. A few paragraphs farther on he 
has apparently forgotren all about his 
own figures, which showed greator im- 
ports under the protective McKiuloy law 
than under ,hu free trade Wilson Gorman 
Jaw, for in speaMng of the Ding'ty bill 
he eays, "it tsnds still more to accomplish 
the avowed purnosn of the McKinley bill, 
to check Impoita." Further on hb says- 


The law of 1894 was framed in the be- 


lief fiat wkb free access to the materials 
of Industry, and moderate taxation, our 
manufacturers ami woridngmeu oouia 
soon command their share of the w-jria s 
markets. . . • That belief has been 
splendidly and quickly justified. 


And this In face of the unprecedented 


distress and disaster which base run riot 
in the country ever since the passage of 
that industry destroying law; this when 
the workmen have ceitber "commanded 
thoir share ot the world's markets" nor 
even kept the hume market which they 
bad before But to point out the absurdl• 
ties in Mr Wilson's article would require 
another article as long aa his. 
One other 


point, however must be touched on. It 
offers tho hey to Mr. Wilson's economic 
policy and that of his iellow free traders. 
Hesaya: 
' 


It is becoming certain that regardless 


of economic! policy, customs duties must 
be levied more and more with reference to 


^tbe revenue they will produce. 


"Regardless of economic policy"—(hat 


' is what free traders have always be-i). 


The disastjous results of all our trials of 
free trade, or of partial free trade, would 
long ago have convinced any ono, who 
had regard 
for sound economics, of the 


utter fallacy and danger of that system. 
Fortunately for the country, those in 
charge of its affairs today are as devoted 
to a sound economic policy for the protec- 
tion of American interests as they are to 
tho securing of suffich nt revenue for tho 
expenses of the government. 
Tho iree 


traders, as voiced by Mr. Wilson, say, 
"Revenue, rrgardless of economic policy" 
—and tb^n they don't secure even the rev- 
enue, as our deficit under the Wilson-Gor- 
man 
law shows. 
Protectionists 
say 


"Revenue and a eoupd economic policy 
for the protection of American interests" 
—and they see to it that both are secured 
for the American people. 


It will not be a year until the Popoorat 


and the free trader will be looking for 
causes for propselrty outside of the de- 
feat ol their party and the enactment of a 
tariff law. 
He will be telling the people 


that prosperity would have come anyway; 
that panics come in regular stages and 
are succeeded by good times aa regularly; 
or perhaps they will find a cause in tne 
discovery of gold in Alaska. It will be 
anything to rnllsead the people and pre-

warranted the American manufacturers 
in taking any risk in attempting to re 
sume business. It was not certain that a 
protective tariff could be passed through 
the senate, as tbe Republicans lacked one 
of a majority In that body and It was not 
until the special session had been sailed 
thatj tbe 
Republicans discovered tbat 


some of tbe southern senators favored a 
protective tariff and would vote for snob 
a bill. When this became known tbe 
manufacturers of the country began to 
renew their hopes and to oast about to set 
things in order for a ne'w condition. Tbe 
bill has flrfally become a lavs and all fear 
haa vanished and it has fcecome a ques- 
tion now who will get in shape flrst to 
oatoh tbe gales of prosperity. 
Everybody 


is encouraged 'except tbe Populist, and 
tber are no' double or forbodings In tbo 
land and prosperity is on foot again mov- 
ing to tbe front.

Get a Fow Decatur Miners Tpgatlier 


at the Dougherty Hull. 


The 
strikers' agitating committees 


from the citits of Pana and Springfield 
are now at work in Decatur among tbe 
coal minors who have been at work all 
through tbe general strike and defire to 
fclcfc at it. 
The Pana agitators are John 


'oyle, Joseph Kay and Michael Cfcini- 
inski, and the visitors from Sprlngfleld 
ho did n at get to town until last evcn- 
ng are Henry Caitwright, president ol 
ubdlstriot No. 4, state miners' xinion, 
iev. Arthur Seal, vice president of tbe 
istrict, and W. .T. Guyraan, tbe district 
eorotary. There was more or less bust- 
ng among tbe Pana agitators during tbe 
ay, ana when the Springfield committee 
bowed up there was a meeting of the vis- 


. As a result the hall was secured, 


nd at a late hour a meeting of less than 
5 residents of the east end of tbe oity 
wag held. Those who know the men Bay 
,hat there were no 'Polish miners at tbe 
neetlng, and o-ly those were there who 
have little ti lose in patlolpatlng in a 
walk out. Tbe steady men were not 
here. , 


Thomas Cranshaw was called to tbe 


ibalr after John Gogerty had refused to 
act In that capacity. Chairman Cran- 
ibaw, after a short delay, Introduced 
President Cartwrlght, who delivered a 
speech urging tbe men to quit and help 
the cause. He claimed that ho bad been 
selected to come to Deoutur and effect a 
inlon organization and If possible to in- 
duce the men to cotne out of tbe irines. 
He gave B review of the situation as to 
tbe state of tbe strike generally. He said 
that tbe miners in the southern part of 
;be state were at work, but they would 
quit Saturday night. They were under 
contract to work until Saturday. 


Secretary Guyman read tbe call for the 


miners to strike on July 4 last. 


Then Bev. Mr. Neal took the floor and
